Their usefulness has been chal­ 
lenged by every critic who ever 
declared that Johnny can t reaá. 
Carl A Larson, state specialist 
in teacher education, estim ated 
that 50 per cent of the 15.000 new 
teachers hired annually by Cali­ 
fornia school districts w ere educa­ 
tion majors. 
Under the old system , the edu­ 
cation m ajors could teach in ele­ 
m entary or high school and ad­ 
vance to adm inistrative and super­ 
visorial posts. In practice, m ost of 
them started in the elem entary 
schools, Larson said. 
“ Fisher s bill.” L a r s o n said, 
"would improve the quality of 
teachers." By elim inating educa­ 
tion m ajors, he reasoned, the 
m easure will eliminate the group 
that has frequently rar.ked lowes; 
in achievem ent at colleges o v e r 
the nation 
“ The problem now.” he said, 
"is finding enough people who can 
pass the subjects required by the 
bill to satisfy our need for teach­ 
e rs.” 
F isher's bill requires prospective 
teachers to major or m inor in a 
basic academic subject. like eng 
lish or mathematics. If a student 
m ajors in the academ ic subject, 
he must minor in some other sub­ 
ject taught in the schools, l i k e 
physical education or hom e eco­ 
nomics. 
If the student minors in the aca­ 
demic subject, he m ust m ajor in 
something like physical education. 
However, he cannot advance to 
better adm inistrative and supervi­ 
sorial jobs without returning to 
pick up an r.cademic m ajor. 
The bill does not prevent stu­ 
dents from taking education cour­ 
ses. but they cannot do so to the 
exclusion, or ncai exclusion, of all 
else. 
Since Fisher’s bill does not af­ 
fect persons in the school system 
now. or those who hava started 
training, it will be several years 
before its effects becom e apparent.

Finch observed that the fed­ 
eral governm ent should " u n d e r- 
write a certain percentage of the 
over-all costs.” The shelters should 
he located near schools or close 
to densely populated areas, he 
said. 
Finch endorsed B ixel’s recom­ 
m endations for food storage in 
ahelters. and suggested that the 


federal go\ernm ent pay com m uni­ 
ties for storage of surplus foods 
for em ergency use. The program 
could supplant, in p art, current 
surplus storage. 
In areas of spare population, ob­ 
solete medium bom ber fuselages 
can be buried under three feet of 
earth for “ a very substantial shel­ 
ter.” Finch observed. He added 
that a B 26 fuselage would house 
three or four persons.

Ready to ’Negotiate1 


It Iras been urged that th e people of this country voice 
their opposition to the m ulti-billion dollar proposals to provide 
medical care to the aged u n d er the Social Security program . 


And there a re some com pelling arguments. 


E m ctm ent of these proposals would be accom panied by 


an fhcrease in the Social Security tax, along w ith a raise in the 
taxable w age base from the present 84,800 to $5,000 a year. 
The result m ight be a com bined eniplove-employer tax of al­ 
most 10 p er cent on that w age base by 1969. 


This is a m atter of special urgerrcv to people in th e lower 


income brackets. M any of them currently pay as m uch o r m ore 
in Social Security taxes, deducted from their pay checks, than 
tlrev pay in federal income tax. As an example, a m arried man 
with two dependents and earnings oi $3.199 a year pays $95.97 
in Social Security taxes as against an income tax of $95.80. 


Many argum ents, other than statistical, can he sum m oned 
against the Social Security concept of m edical care to th e over- 
68 population group. It takes no account oi individual require­ 
ments — everyone draw ing Social Security benefits w ould be 


covered, regardless of his financial situation. 


The bill passed by the last Congress, under w hich th e ac­ 
tual needy will be given m edical care through a federal-state 
program represents both the best and most econom ical ap­ 
proach to the problem. 


The Social Security approach would am ount to an entering 
w’edge to socialized m edicine and to the inevitable political 
domination oi the nation's m edical standards and individual 
health practices.

With­ 
out allowing himself to indulge in 
personal theorizing. Dr. Edmunds 
makes some telling points:

Down the years, our military 
spending has xeen related to inter­ 
national tensions and not to our 
Gross National Product. In other 
words, we arm and rearm whether 
or not we can 
afford’’ to do so. 
Since the USA has no territorial 
or com mercial expansionist pro­ 
gram . requiring force of arm s, we 
do not ourselves create t h e s e 
world tensions. Thev are created 
by our enemies. Today we have 
an enem v of diabolical 
cunning 
who conducts his war of elimina­ 
tion against us in every conceiv­ 
able phase. Is it possible that the 
Communists cook up these Berlin- 
tvpe crises for the m ain purpose 
of causing disruption within our 
economic system? Dr. 
Edmunds 
w rites: 
There are those who surmise 
that Khrushchev really 
believes 
in the Communist theory that the 
free m arket 
economies 
of

West can be forced into bankruot- 
cy. If this view is correct, t h e 
economic offensive of the Rus­ 
sians is much more serious than 
the m ilitary threat. These advo­ 
cates point out that the Soviets 
would hardly take deliberate steps 
to Increase our national security 
if they really meant to go to war.”

1. Stimulate private investment 
and the production - and - con­ 
sumption of new products. 
2. Take in more Federal reve­ 
nue by an increase of taxes. 
3. Get the most out of each mili­ 
tary dollar. 
4. Whittle down the welfare pro­ 
grams. 
Only" the second and Hie fourth 
of these suggestion» will cause 
any outcry from dm American 
people. Taxes are onerous and 
omnipresent. It would take a ma­ 
jor example of responsible self- 


As for Federal welfare, nearly 
everybody has a claim on it now. 
It is a narcotic habit wh*ch could 
I be brought under control only by 
a supreme exhibition of willpower. 
I 
To be specific, the Kennedy Ad­ 
i ministration has already projected 
an increase of between $10 to $15 
I billion a year for welfare spending 
at a time when we are also in* 
creasing military spending. T h e 
five big spenders in this field are 
Health Assistance for the Aged, 
I Aid to Education, Urban Renewal 
¡ and Housing. 
Public 
Assistance 
for the Unemployed, and Aid to 
Depressed Areas. 
The difference between welfare

BERLIN — There is no Labor 
Day in this neck of the perilous 
woods, but it is a risky time to 
be out in an automobile. The mor­ 
tality rate will not go anywhere 
near that of the peaceful United 
States during its last great warm- 
weather holiday. But more than 
one ulcer will grow in American 
drivers hereabouts. 
There is the perpetual worry of 
U.S. m ilitary and civilian person­ 
nel whose job calls for them to 
drive to and from 
West 
Berlin 
from West G erm any — 110 miles 
away. E very inch of it is through 
territory controlled by the R e d 
Army and its stooges, the East 
German m ilitia and police. 
A car filled with an American 
and his fam ily can proceed vir­ 
tually all the way to the lip of 
West Germ any, from this t e n s e 
city, only to have a Russian officer 
at that check-point send it all the 
wav back to the check - point 
through which it passed leaving 
Berlin. He might find somethin" 
wrong with the “ papers.” perhaos 
a different middle initial for one 
of the children. 
American m otorists w orry about 
motor failures or blow-outs along 
the 110-mile stretch. They are pro­ 
vided with certain documents as 
they venture forth and, in the event 
of a breakdown, they are to wait 
along the side of the road and 
hope to flat down another Ameri­ 
can car or truck. 
The flagged 
down driver takes a slip of paper 
to the nearest A merican r o a d 
unit — which m ay be m a n y 
miles aw ay — and it supposedly 
sends out a renair truck 
Police Are Snubbed 
It is now a court-m artial offense 
for any American officer or en­ 
listed man to show his identifica­ 
tion card to a m em ber of the Vo- 
pos, the E ast G erm an police. 
Armv personnel m ake 10 trips 
dailv into the eastern sector of 
Berlin, to confirm our right of ac­ 
cess. If challenged by one of the 
green uniformed cops 
our 
men 
are instructed to say only: 
“ T don’t wish to speak to you 
Call a Russian officer." 
To aceed to any dem and by *
